Then the conference broke up 
into group sections for athletics, 
women’s activities, honor society and 
forensics. 

In the athletic section, Pomona 
asked to withdraw from the football 
league and San Bernardino was per- 
mitted to play those dates in the 
schedule. Two play days were plan- 
ed for the girls. The first one in 
December will be held at Fullerton. 
The spring playday will be at Santa 
Ana, it was decided. 

The debating series will begin the 
first Friday in December. 

Scholarship recognition in honor 
societies of the junior college is 
entitled to a par rating in the state 
colleges, it was advocated in the 
colleges already allow this recogni- 
tion.
